Irrigation Distric 
For Saskatchewan 


Act Passed Respecting Irrigation in 
the Province 

Among the acts which were passed 
at the last session of the provincial 
legislature of Saskatchewan, which 
has just prorogued, is one respecting 
irrigation in the province. This act 
provided for the formation of irri- 
gation districts, which will be com- 
posed of a parcel or parcels of land 
on which any dike, dam, weir, flood- 
gate, breakwater, drain, ditch, basin, 
reservoir, canal, tunnel, bridge, cul- 
vert, crib, embankment, headwork, 
flume, aqueduct, pipe, pump or any 
other contrivance for carrying or con- 
ducting water can be erected. 

The first procedure to form an irri- 
gation district will be to forward a} 
petition to the Minister of Highways 
for Saskatchewan. This petition must 
be signed by a majority of the land} 
owners of the district who own more} 
than half the land, to be included in 
the irrigation district. The petition 
must further be accompanied by a 
bond, and a report from a qualified 
engineer showing the feasibility of 
operating the proposed irrigation dis- 
trict. Following the publication of 
the. petition a returning officer will 
be appointed who will have charge of 
the election to decide whether or not 
the district shall be formed. The 
number of trustees for any district 
may be three, five or seven as the 
minister may direct, but every trus- 
tee shall be an owner of land in that 
district. 

This act sets out in detail the meth- 
ods of election, and how irregularities 
are to be dealt with, 


Surveying by Aeroplane 

The aeroplane in Tasmania has been 
used to survey a route for the erec- 
tion of a transmission line capable 
of delivering 10,000 horsepower of 
electric current from the Great Lake 
Works to Launceston, a distance of 
50 miles.

Parole System Praised 


No Such Thing as the Criminal Type, 
In the Opinion of Experts 
Judge W. P. Archibald, Dominion 
parole officer and one of the greatest 
experts on criminology on the con- 
tinent, recently delivered an address 
on the question of the parole system, 
in the course of which he declared 
that the criminal could not be looked 
upon as’ one beyond the pale of 
Christian influence. He looked con- 
fidently forward, he said, to the time 
when crime would cease, and that 
time would come, he added, when 
they had “the right and 
women to handle the youth of _ thie 
country as they should be handled,” 
Ox the question of parole, Judge Ar- 
chibald said that out of 11,000 pris- 
oners who had been liberated under 
this system from Canadian peniten- 
tiaries, only 214 per cent. had violated 
the terms under which they had been 

released, 

In another part of his address 
judge said that in the opinion of ex- 
perts in criminology there 
such thing as what was commonly 
described as the criminal type, TPeo- 
ple were far too ready to ostracize 
their fellow man when he had gone 
astray and to profess to believe that

Hemp Possibilities 
, In Manitoba 


May Be Developed 


Dr. W. J. Harington, a member of 
the Manitoba legislation, is of the 
opinion that Manitoba may become 
one of the world’s largest hemp-pro- 
ducing districts, and as a result a huge 
rope and cordage industry may be de- 
veloped in this province, 

“Hemp grown in Dauphin district 
last summer,” he says, “was from 12 
to 14 feet high when harvested, and 
I am given to understand that the 
yield in relation to the seed used was 
as great, if not greater, than is to be 
found in any part of the world where 
the industry has been established for 
years. There is an opportunity here 
for Manitoba to come to the front as 
a rope, twine, cordage and paper 
manufacturing province, as all these 
things are manufactured of hemp 
fibre, and I would urge upon the gov- 
ernment the necessity of giving’ earn- 
est attention to the encouragement of 
the industry.

The purpose of Peter was to estab- 
lish all who were passing through 
suffering and testing. See for exam- 
ple 1:7, 3:14, 4:12, 5:10-12, 

I, Christian Growth (vv. 1-5). 

The Christian obtains his life 
through the new birth, and the agent 
of its accomplishment is the Word 
of God (1:23). The same vitalizing 
and energizing power which makes 
the believer a child of God is essen- 
tial to growth and development, In 
order to have spiritual growth there 
must be both renunciation and appro- 
priation. 

1, Renunciation (v. 1). Certain 
things injurious to spiritual life must 
be put away (1) malice—all wicked- 
ness, that is, the will to do injury to 
others without cause; (2) guile—de- 
ceit of all kinds; (3) hypocrisies — 
feigning to be what one is not—as- 
suming a false appearance; (4) envies 
—hatred of other because they pos- 
sess excellencies which we do not; (5) 
evil speaking—all kinds of slanderous 
speaking against others, 

2. Appropriation (vv. 2, 3). (1) 
Spiritual food must be taken (v. 2). 
The principle of the new life was con- 
veyed through the Word (1:23), and 
the Word is the means by which that 
life is to be strengthened and de- 
veloped. Just as a new-born babe 
loves milk, so men who are born 
again love the Bible, (2) Spiritual 
food must be assimilated (v. 3). The 
Word of God must be received and 
assimilated by meditation. 

8. The grand objective (vv. 4, 5). 
It is coming to Christ—to grow up 
and become a part of the glorious 
church, the spiritual house, which is 
ddsigned to show forth the glory of 
God, 

Il. Seemly Behavior 
(vv, 11-25). 

1, As pilgrims and sojourners (vv. 
11, 12). Christians are merely so- 
journers on the earth; they are jour- 
neying through it on their way to the 
eternal home in the heavens, Our 
heavenly citizenship (Phil. 3:20) 
should constrain us to (1) abstain 
from fleshly lusts (v. 11). The term 
“lusts” includes the entire army of} 
unclean forces springing from our 
carnal natures; they are enumerated 
in’ Galatians 5:19-21. These war 
against the soul, (2) Behavior hon- 
est before the heathen (y. 12),. Chris- 
tians should so live that it will be 
impossible for the world to speak 
against them as evildoers, 

2. As citizens (vv. 13-17). While 
the Christian’s true citizenship is in 
heaven, he has a responsibility as a 
citizen on the earth, A Christian man 
recognizes the necessity of social or- 
der, and will not only graciously sub- 
mit to the authority of rulers regard- 
less of the form of government, but 
will faithfully perform his obliga- 
tions as a citizen. This he will not 
do through cringing fear, but as the 
By this free sub- 
mission as a servant of God he puts 
to silence the ignorance of foolish 
men (vv. 15, 16). (1) Honor all men 
(v. 17). He will see in every man 
the image of God and therefore give 
honor to him, (2) Love the brother- 
hood (v. 17), The Christian has a 
peculiar love for those who are of the 
same household. (3) Fear God (v. 
7). (4) Honor the king (v. 17). This] 
has peculiar significance, for in all 
probability the wicked Nero was the 
king then reigning. 

3. As servants (vy. 18-25). While 
doubtless slaves were meant here, the 
principle applies to all who have re- 
lation to employers. The Christian 
will be in subjection to his master, 
He will not only do this when his 
employer is gentle and reasonable, 
but even when it means wrongful suf- 
fering. It means nct only submiésion 
but loyalty. It is the duty of a Chris- 
tian to consider and further the in- 
terests of his employer. Many times 
to do so means hardship and suffer- 
ing. The grand example of suffer- 
ing wrongfully is Jesus Christ. While 
his suffering is an example to us, it 
was much more, because he suffered
